1. TRANSMITTED FIRST BELOW IS THE TEXT OF A DRAFT RESO- 
LUTION ON EXCHANGE OF TECHNOLOGICAL INFORMATION TABLED BY 
THE USG IN SECOND COMMITTEE (A/C.2/L.1476). SECOND FOLLOW- 
ING IS AN INFORMAL DRAFT COMBINING FEATURES OF USG RESOLU- 
TION AND RESOLUTION A/C.2/L.1470 SUBMITTED NOVEMBER 21 BY 
PAKISTAN AND FOURTEEN G-77 CO-SPONSORS (TRANSMITTED JREFTEL). 
USG AND G-77 RESOLUTIONS ARE FOLLOW-UP TO SEVENTH SPECIAL 
SESSION RESOLUTION SECTION III (SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY), 
PARAGRAPH 1 WHICH CALLS FOR "CONTRIBUTION TO THE ESTABLISH 
MENT OF AN INTERNATIONAL CENTER FOR THE EXCHANGE OF TECHNO- 
LOGICAL INFORMATION," AS MENTIONED IN SECRETARY'S SEVENTH 
SPECIAL SESSION SPEECH. MAIN DIFFERENCE IS THAT G-77 WOULD 
ENTRUST UNIDO WITH THE RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE INDUSTRIAL 
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SECTOR TECHNOLOGY INFORMATION, WHILE USG CALLS FOR PREPARA- 
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TION OF EXPERT DESIGN AND PLAN OF OPERATIONS. 

2. PAKISTAN CELARLY WANTS JOINT RESOLUTION BUT IS TIGHTLY 
CONSTRAINED POLITICALLY BY CO-SPONSORS AND G-77 MASTER PLAN. 
CO-SPONSORS HAVE NOT SEEN JOINT EFFORT BELOW, WORKED OUT BE- 
BETWEEN US AND PAKISTAN. MISSION RECOMMENDS PROMPT CONSIDERA- 
TION BY DEPARTMENT OF ADVISABILITY OF JOINT RESOLUTION AND 
SUITABILITY OF TEXT IN CASE PAKISTAN COMES BACK WITH APPROVAL, 
ESPECIALLY IN LIGHT OF VOTING DEADLINE DECEMBER 5. COMPROMISE 
ASSIGNS SPECIAL ROLE TO UNIDO BUT CALLS FOR US-CONCEIVED STUDY 
AND PLAN BY SECRETARY-GENERAL. VERSION DOES NOT ASSIGN UNIDO 
EXCLUSIVE RESPONSIBILITY FOR INDUSTRIAL SECTOR. 

3. OUR OWN RESOLUTION HAS BEEN DISCUSSED WITH SEVERAL NON- 
G-77 MEMBERS IN SECOND COMMITTEE AND DESCRIBED AS COMPLEMEN- 
TARY TO OTHER RESOLUTION, REFLECTING SECOND PART OF SEVENTH 
SPECIAL SESSION RESOLUTION SECTION III PARAGRAPH 1 (CENTER), 

WHILE G-77 REFLECTS FIRST PART (BANK), AND AS NOT REPEAT NOT 
CONFRONTATIONAL. 

4. UNITED STATES OF AMERICA: DRAFT RESOLUTION, EXCHANGE 
OF TECHNOLOGICAL INFORMATION 

THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY 

RECALLING ITS RESOLUTIONS 3201 (S-VI) AND 3202 (S-VI) 

OF 1 MAY 1974, 3281 (XXIX) OF 12 DECEMBER 1974 AND 3362 
(S-VH) OF 16 SEPTEMBER 1975 ON DEVELOPMENT AND INTERNATIONAL 
ECONOMIC CO-OPERATION, IN PARTICULAR SECTION III, PARAGRAPH 
1 OF RESOLUTION 3362 (S-VII), 

CONSIDERING THAT THE EXPERT GROUP ON AN INTERNATIONAL 
INFORMATION EXCHANGE SYSTEM, WHICH MET UNDER THE AEGIS OF THE 
OFFICE FOR SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY, CONCLUDED IN ITS REPORT OF 
15 SEPTEMBER 1975 (ESA/S AND T/XX/1 ) THAT THE IMMEDIATE NEED, 

PRIOR TO SETTING UP A NEW TECHNOLOGICAL INFORMATION SYSTEM IN 
THE AREA OF MANUFACTURING INDUSTRIES, IS FOR BETTER INTERNATIONAL 
PROGRAMMING AND SUPPORT OF ACTIVITIES ALREADY UNDER WAY, 

TAKING NOTE OF THE CONCLUSION REACHED DURING THE SEMINAR 
ON THE MANAGEMENT OF THE TRANSFER OF TECHNOLOGY SPONSORED BY 
THE ECONOMIC COMMISSION FOR EUROPE IN JULY 1975 (ECONOMIC 
COMMISSION FOR EUROPE, SC. TECH./R.25) WHERE ONE OF THE 
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RECOMMENDATIONS WAS THAT A STUDY SHOULD BE INITIATED ON THE 
FEASIBILITY OF THE INTEGRATION OF AN INFORMATION-ASSISTANCE 
NETWORK, UTTT.T7.TNG EXISTING AND PLANNED UNITED NATIONS DOCU- 
MENTATION, INFORMATION-ASSISTANCE ORGANIZATIONS AND PROGRAMMES, 
TO SERVE AS A "SWITCHING MECHANISM" BOTH TO ANSWER AND 
TO CHANNEL DIRECT ENQUIRIES ABOUT ALL ASPECTS OF THE INTERNATIONAL 
TRANSFER OF TECHNOLOGY, 

NOTING ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL COUNCIL RESOLUTION 1902 (LVII) OF 1 
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AUGUST 1974 ON THE ROLE OF AN INTERNATIONAL TECHNOLOGICAL 
INFORMATION SYSTEM IN THE TRANSFER AND ASSESSMENT OF TECHNOLOGY 
AND IN THE INDIGENOUS GROWTH OF APPROPRIATE TECHNOLOGIES 
IN DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, 

NOTING ESPECIALLY THAT THE REPORT OF THE UNITED NATIONS 
INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT ORGANIZATION'S AD HOC COMMITTEE ON LONG 
RANGE STRATEGY OF 14 MARCH 1974 (ID/B/142) CONCLUDED THAT 
THE UNITED NATIONS INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT ORGANIZATION 
CLEARING-HOUSE PROGRAMME, (A) AS FIRST PRIORITY, SHOULD ASSIST 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES TO STRENGTHEN THEIR OWN SERVICES 
FOR COMPILING AND DISSEMINATING INDUSTRIAL INFORMATION; 

(B) AS A PRIORITY MEASURE, SHOULD ENLARGE AVAILABLE TRAINING 
FACILITIES IN CO-OPERATION WITH EXISTING INFORMATION CENTRES 
BOTH IN INDUSTRIALIZED AND DEVELOPING COUNTRIES; (C) SHOULD 
FUNCTION PRIMARILY AS AN INTERMEDIARY RATHER THAN A STORAGE 
AND RETRIEVAL CENTRE; AND (D) SHOULD DEVELOP AN EFFECTIVE 
AND RATIONAL SYSTEM OF STORAGE AND RETRIEVAL, IN PARTICULAR 
FOR DISSEMINATING INFORMATION GENERATED BY THE UNITED NATIONS 
INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT ORGANIZATION'S OWN STUDY PROGRAMME, 
t REAFFIRMS THE IMPORTANCE OF WIDER DISSEMINATION OF 
SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNOLOGICAL INFORMATION FOR THE PURPOSE OF ALLOWING 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES ACCESS TO RESEARCH FINDINGS RELEVANT 
TO THEIR NEEDS, PERMITTING THE SELECTION OF TECHNOLOGIES 
ESSENTIAL FOR THEIR INDUSTRIAL GROWTH, AND PROMOTING THE 
DEVELOPMENT OF THEIR OWN TECHNOLOGICAL CAPACITY; 

2. CALLS ON THE SECRETARY-GENERAL TO APPOINT, IN CONSULTATION 
WITH THE APPROPRIATE ORGANIZATIONS OF THE UNITED NATIONS SYSTEM, 

A COMMISSION OF EXPERTS WITH THE WIDEST POSSIBLE EXPERTISE 

IN THE FIELDS OF INFORMATION EXCHANGE AND THE TRANSFER 
OF TECHNOLOGY TO PLAN THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A FACILITY FOR 
THE EXCHANGE OF INDUSTRIAL AND TECHNOLOGICAL INFORMATION, 

AND TO PRESENT THE PLAN TO THE SIXTY-FIRST SESSION OF THE 
ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL COUNCIL IN ORDER THAT IT BE REVIEWED 
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AT THE SAME TIME AS THE RECOMMENDED ACTIONS ENVISAGED BY 
THE COMMITTEE ON SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY FOR DEVELOPMENT IN 
RESPONSE TO ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL COUNCIL RESOLUTION 1902 
(LVII); 

3. REQUESTS THE SECRETARY-GENERAL TO INSTRUCT THE COMMISSION 
OF EXPERTS: (A) TO STUDY WHAT THE OBJECTIVES OF THE FACILITY 
SHOULD BE; (B) TO PREPARE A DESIGN; (C) TO PREPARE A PLAN 

OF OPERATIONS; (D) TO CONSIDER WHAT INSTITUTIONAL RELATIONSHIP 
THE FACILITY MIGHT HAVE WITH THE UNITED NATIONS SYSTEM; 

AND (E) TO MAKE APPROPRIATE RECOMMENDATIONS; 

4. FURTHER REQUESTS THAT THE COMMISSION BE INSTRUCTED 
TO SOLICIT AND CONSIDER THE VIEWS, INTER ALIA, OF THE UNITED 
NATIONS INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT ORGANIZATION AND THE UNITED 
NATIONS CONFERENCE ON TRADE AND DEVELOPMENT DURING THEIR 
DELIBERATIONS; 
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5. SUGGESTS THAT THE COMMISSION CONSIDER (A) UTILIZING 
EXISTING NATIONAL AND INTERNATIONAL INFORMATION PROGRAMMES 
AND SERVICES IN ORDER TO BRING THEM TO BEAR PROMPTLY ON THE 
MOST PRESSING PROBLEMS OF DEVELOPMENT; (B) ESTABLISHING 

AN EFFICIENT NETWORK CAPABLE OF LINKING REQUESTERS OF 
INFORMATION WITH SUPPLIERS THROUGH THESE PROGRAMMES AND 
SERVICES; AND (C) ASSIGNING HIGH PRIORITY TO THE IMPROVEMENT 
OF NATIONAL PROGRAMMES WHERE APPROPRIATE; 

6. REQUESTS THAT THE SECRETARY-GENERAL UNDERTAKE A COM- 
PREHENSIVE ANALYSIS WITH A VIEW TOWARDS MORE EFFECTIVE MANAGE- 
MENT AND CO-ORDINATION OF THE INFORMATION-RELATED ACTIVITIES 
OF THE UNITED NATIONS AGENCIES, AND THAT PART OF THIS ANALYSIS 

BE THE DEVELOPMENT OF AN INVENTORY OF INFORMATION PROGRAMMES, 
POLICIES AND PLANS WITHIN THE UNITED NATIONS SYSTEM.

THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY 

1. REAFFIRMS THE IMPORTANCE OF WIDER DISSEMINATION OF 
SCIENTIFIC AND RECHNOLOGICAL INFORMATION; OF THE NEED TO 
ENABLE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES TO HAVE ACCESS TO RELEVANT 
INFORMATION ON ADVANCED AND OTHER TECHNOLOGIES SUITED TO THEIR 
SPECIFIC REQUIREMENTS AS WELL AS ON NEW USES OF EXISTING 
TECHNOLOGY, NEW DEVELOPMENTS, POSSIBILITIES OF ADAPTING 

THEM TO LOCAL NEEDS; AND OF THE NEED TO ENABLE DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES TO SELECT TECHNOLOGIES APPROPRIATE TO THEIR USES; 

2. REQUESTS THE EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR OF UNIDO TO TAKE, 

IN CONSULTATION WITH THE APPROPRIATE ORGANIZATIONS OF THE UNITED 
NATIONS SYSTEM, ALL NECESSARY MEASURES TO ESTABLISH AN INDUS- 
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TRIAL TECHNOLOGICAL INFORMATION BANK AS ONE COMPONENT OF AN 
OVER-ALL TECHNOLOGICAL INFORMATION EXCHANGE SYSTEM, AND TO 
REPORT THROUGH ECOSOC TO THE GA AT ITS 31ST SESSION.

INFORMATION, AND TO SUBMIT A REPORT CONTAINING PRELIMINARY
